tion. 

2. That the exercise of any such power by 
any officer of the United States, whether civil 
or military, is a palpable violation of the ex- 
press provisions of the Constitution, and should 
be condemned by every department of the 
Government, and by every citizen thereof. 

3. That the proposition recently announced, 
for the emancipation of the slaves of those at 
war with the I. nited States, and the arming 
of such slaves against their masters, i> in viola- 
tion of tho rules of civilized warfare, is abhor- 
rent to evory principle of humanity and Chris- 
tianity, and in its results would add to the 
calamities of the present civil war the addi- 
tional horrors of servile insurrection, murder, 
rapine, and plunder, by the black raceagainst 
the white, throughout the slave States of the 
Union. 

4. That as frionds to the Constitution and 
Govornment of tho United States, as patriots, 
as philanthropists, and as christians, we do 
hereby most solemnly remonstrate and pro- 
test against such a proposition, and do most 
earnestly implore and entreat every depart- 
ment of our Government, and every officer 
and citizen thereof, to condemn and reject the 
same. 

5. That we hereby tender our thanks to the 
editors of the Louisville Journal and Louis- 
ville Democrat, for tho ability with which 
they have resisted this threatened viola- 
tion of the Constitution, and tho firmness 
with which they have denounced this in- 
human proposition and its fanatical authors.

fitful waves of Boston harbor, in accordance 
with the provisions of General Anderson's 
proclamation, or the principles of any statute, 
law, or constitution, cither of tho Federal 
Union or of the State of Kentucky ? Thc 
Journal well knows that they wcro and do 
not, and when it states or intimates the con- 
trary, it, again, with all courtesy, simply, not 
to 6ay willfully, falsifies thc notorious facts 
of recent history. One other point in the 
Journal's diatribes claims and must receive at- 
tention ;but in noticing it, wo must necessari- 
ly be brief. It pronounces calumnious the 
statement that it had ever acknowledged that 
the Union party had adopted the policy of 
neutrality as a mero temporary expedient, 
and that when the policy had accomplished 
its transient purpose, it had been promptly 
rejected by that party as no longer respect- 
able or useful. 

This was in substance the statement of 
Common Senso, for wedidnot pretend to give 
the Journal's exact language; and this it was, 
in part, which called forth from it such a ran- 
corous howl extending through nearly two 
columns of its Saturday's issue.

"It is therefore impossible that the English 
Government should not attempt to put an end 
to so painful a situation, for, if this state of 
things is prolonged, the suspension of manu- 
factures will bo added to the other causes of 
trouble and inquietude under which England 
is already suffering on account of the compli- 
cation of European politics, pauperism, and 
the recent treaty of commerce with France. 

"This latter power, in its turn, can not de- 
sire that her rival shall bo driven to the last 
extremity; and besides, she may well fear the 
result of a commercial crisis in England add- 
ing itself to her own embarrassments. 

"Now, if 1 am well informed, it is beneath 
thc prcssuro of these different necessities that 
will bo concluded the treaty which links the 
arms of two great maritime powers. Taking 
advantage of the complaints which they have 
to make against Mexico, they will send into 
her waters forces which will have less for 
their object to bring that country to reason 
than to be better within the reach of being 
able to terminate, at the opportune moment, 
the American difficulty. 

"Up to the end of thc year they will con- 
tent themselves to watch events, and will 
permit thc struggle to continue freely; but if,

General Diz and the Emancipation of the 
Slaves. 

Major General Dix, in his proclamition to 
the people of Accomac and Northimpton 
Counties, Virginia, says: 

"The military forces of the United States 
are about to enter your counties as a tart of 
the Union. They will go among youaJriends 
and with the earnest" hupe that they miy not, 
by your ownacts, be compelled to becone your 
enemies. They will invade no rightotperson 
or property. Un the contrary, your law, your 
institutions, your usages will bo scrupilously 
reported. There need be no fear that tie qui- 
etude of any fireside will be disturbed,unless 
the disturbance is caused by yourselves »Vpe- 
cial directions have been given not to iderfere 
v?ith thc coyidition oj *any person held to'iomes- 
tic servitude, and in order that there my be no 
ground for mistake or pretext /or misrpresn- 
tation, commanders oj regiments or cons have 
been instructed not to permit such peruns to 
come within their lines.' 1 

We may expect that the Abolition a d rad- 
ical Republican press will not exhau* their 
vialsof wrath and defamation upon thejnitcd 
States commander in Maryland, becase he 
rejects, in the most pointed and decisiv man- 
ner, their doctrincof negro emancipatin.

Cotton from Ixdia. — Tho Calcula pa- 
pers of the '23d of September treat fullvof tho 
question of the cotton supply. The hgiish- 
man observes : 

Our reports from all parts of the cuntry 
continue to predict favorably of the exiectcd 
cotton crop of this year. Indeed we hither 
from all sides that an area considerablyin ex- 
cess of previous years is already under otton 
cultivation. Great efforts are being rnde in 
tho cotton growingdistricts of tho Madrs and 
Bombas presidencies particularly, to nable 
them to meet any call that may bemadmpon 
them for their staple. Tinnevelly ho per- 
haps done more in this respect than anyothcr 
district with the exception of Dharwar. Tho 
cotton-growing district bordering o the 
Godavery Kivcr are also reported tihave 
considerably increased the area usually evot- 
ed to the cultivation, and the facilities dered 
by the river for transporting it to thecoast 
will render any increaso from this qarler 
highly desirable. To successfully caiv on 
a trade in cotton no inconsiderable ouily is 
requisite. Gins and 6crew-houses nist be 
established, and large advances made And 
when before this can be aceomplishe v the 
present fratricidal war now raging in .Vneri- 
ca may be terminated, and American save- 
grown cotton again find its way to Itglish I 
markets, to the exclusion, as before, ofal In- 
dian-grown staple, it becomes a grave jues- 
tion as to whether the possible return islkely 
to counterbalance the possible labor.

"This action will probably consist in the 
recognition of the Southern States, if the ef- 
forts which they will first make to bring 
about a reconciliation amount to nothing. 
Thcso States once recognized, military moans 
will be employed to facilitate the exportation 
of products the privation of which paralyzes 
English industry. As to Spain, she will be 
permitted, probably, to operate peaceably 
upon the territory of the Mexican Republic. 

"It will, without doubt, appear strango if 
thc result which I predict is realized, to see 
France and England thus act in contravention 
to their principles of non-intervention. They 
will not act in this serious matter except at 
the last extremity. But for governments, 
above all, it is true that 'necessity knows no 
law, when qiu st ons of salvation confer a right 
which docs uway with all others. 

"Without doubt, true policy consists in 
bringing into accord principle and interest; 
but when accord is become impossible, almost 
always interest prevails. The Americans, 
who are above all a practical people, will un- 
derstand better than any others this eternal 
law. 

"Wo should render them tho justice to ac- 
knowledge that they have already had a pre- 
sentiment of a part of what I have written 
you, judging by tho efforts which they are 
concentrating for thc attack as well as the 
defense of New Orleans, the port most im- 
portant for the free exportation of Southern j 
goods. 

"It is to be hoped that tho solution of all j 
these difficulties will be brought about by the 
moral force of the allied powers, or, better 
still, by tho good sense and moderation of tho j 
Americans themselves." 

Such is the letter which has created no lit- 
tle excitement in Paris. Is it a huge canard, 
or is there some foundation in it? Time alone 
will tell. 

So suspicious is the Mexican expedition 
that our Secretary of State, Mr. Seward,.has 
written to the governments interested to know 
what it meant; but no satisfactory answer has 
been returned.

During this, (iencral 
Price stood between two houses, within easy j 
range of the shot which whistled past, curi- j 
ously scanning tho position and preparations 
of thc Fcdorals, especially admiring tho . 
beautiful maneuvering uf Mulligan's Brigade. 
Behind thc General stood his son, Colonel 
Price, holding the General's horse, while a 
few paces to the left stood Capt. Champion, 
awaiting orders. 

Thc Captain tells 11s that he stood watching j 
the General's imperturbable face with admira- ' 
tion of its insouciance, when n grape-shot 
struck thc old hero on the side, smashing a 
pair of field glasses which he had put there, 
being close enough to the enemy to dispense 
with their aid. The breaking glass and tho 
whistling shot, says the Captain, never swerv- I 
ed even the glance of his eye, or changed its I 
inquiring expression. "I watched him close- 
ly, but not even a quiver of his lip could I . 
detect. His son, however, was startled, and j 
springing to him, asked, ' Father, are you i 
hurt ? ' "

KKEN0N A GIBBONS. 
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PRESIDENT DAVIS' MESSAGE. 

Wasiuxqtox, Xov. 23. 

The Richmond papers of Wednesday last 
contain tho message, of President Davis to 
the Congress of the rebel States. After the 
visual congratulations, he says : "The opera- 
tions of the army, soon to he partially inter- 
rupted by the approach of winter, have of- 
fered protection to the country, and shed a 
glorious radiance upon its army through the 
trying vicissitudes of more than one arduous 
campaign, which entitle our brave volun- 
teers to our praise and gratitude.'' Further 
on he says: '-After more than seven months 
of war, the enemy have not only failed to ex- 
tend the occupancy of our soil, but new .States 
find Territories have been added to our Con- 
federacy, while, instead of their threatened 
marches of unchecked conquest, they have 
been driven, at more than one point, to assume 
the defensive, and. upon a fair comparison 
between the two belligerents, as to men, mil- 
itary means and financial condition, the Con- 
federate States are relatively much stronger 
now than when the struggle commenced." 
He speaks in high tones of the people of tho 
State of Missouri, "who." he says, "conduct- 
ed the war in the face of almost insuperable 
difflcultia* with a spirit arid success alike 
worthy of themselves and of the great cause 
iu which they were struggling." He con- 
tinues: "Finding that the Confederate States 
were about to be invaded through Kentucky, 
and that her people, after being deceived into 
a mistaken security, were unarmed nnd in 
danger of being subjugated by the Federal 
forces, our armies were marched into that 
State to repel the enemy and prevent their 
occupation of certain strategic points which 
would have given them great advantage in 
the contest; a step which was not only justi- 
fied by the necessity of self-defense on the 
part of the Confederate States, but also by 
the desire to aid (he people of Kentucky. It 
was never intended by the Confederate Gov- 
ernment to conquer or coerce the people of 
that State, but, on the contrary, it was de- 
clared by our Generals that they would with- 
draw their troops if tho Federal Government 
would do likewise. A proclamation was also 
made of our desire to respect the neutrality 
of Kentucky and the intention to abide by 
the wishes of her people, as soon as they wcro 
freo to express their opinions. These declar- 
ations were approved by me. and I should re- 
gard it as one of tho best affeota of the march 
of our troops into Kentucky if il should aid 
in giving to her people tin? liberty of choice 
and a freo opportunity to decide their own 
policy according to their own will. 

"\Vhile," he says, "thu army has been 
chiefly instrumental in prosecuting tho great 
contest, the navy has also been effective in 
full proportion to its means." 

He speaks of the difficulties attending mail 
transportations, "some of which," he declares, 
can only be overcome by time and the im- 
proved condition of the country, or the resto- 
ration of peace, but others by legal measures. 

"As to tho financial system, it has worked 
well so far, and promise- good raaattl for the 
future. To the extent that Treasury notes 
may be issued, the Government is enabled to 
borrow money without interest, and thus fa- 
cilitate tho conduct of the war. This extent 
is measured by the field of circulation which 
these notes can be made Jo occupy. The pro- 
portion of the field thus occupied depends 
again upon the amount of the debts for which 
they are receivable, and when due, not only 
to the Confederate and Stale governments, 
are payable in this medium. A large portion 
of it may he circulated at par. There is every 
reason to believe that the Confederate Treas- 
ury note is fast becoming such a medium. 
The proposition that these notes shall be con- 
vertible into Confederate stock, bearing 8 per 
cent, interest, at the pleasure of the holders, 
insure* them against a depreciation below the 
value of that stork; and no considerable fall 
in their value need be feared, so long as the 
Interest shall be punctually paid. Tho punc- 
tual payment of this interest has been secured 
by the act passed by you at the last session, 
impo-ing such a rate of taxation as must pro- 
vide sufficient means for that purpose for the 
successful prosecution of this war. It is In- 
dia pon tab la that tho means of transporting 
troops and military Supplies be furnished, as 
far as possible, in such manner as not to in- | 
tercept the commercial intercourse between 
our people, nor place a check upon their pro- 
ductive energies." 

In another part of his message ho says: 

"Wo have already two main systems of, 
through transportation from the North to the . 
{■South — one from Richmond along the sea- | 
board, and the other through Western Vir- 
ginia to New Orleans. A third might bo se- 
cured by completing a link of about 41 miles 
between Danville, in Virginia, and Greensbo- 
rough, in North Carolina. The construction 
of this comparatively short line would give us 
a through route from North to South, in tho 
interior of the Confederate States, and giveu3 
nccess to a population and to military resour- 
ces from which we arc now in a great meas- 
ure debarred." "If," he says, "we husband 
our means and make a judicious use of our 
resources, it would he difficult to fix a limitto 
the point during which we could conduct a 
war against tho adversary whom we now en- 
counter. The very efforts which he makes to 
desolate nud divide us must exhaust this 
means, while they were to complete the circle 
and diversify tho productions of our industri- 
al system, tho reconstruction of which he seeks 
to effect by considerations which daily become 
more and more palp bly impossible. Not 
only do tho causes which induced us to sepa- 
rate still last in full force, but they have been 
strengthened, and whatever doubt may have 
lingered in tho minds of any, must have been 
completely dispelled by subsequent events. 
If, instead of being the dissolution of aleague, 
it were indeed a rebellion in which we were 
engaged, we might find ample vindication for 
tho course we have adopted in the scenes 
which arc now being enacted in the United 
States. Our people now look back with con- 
temptuous astonishment on those with whom 
they have been so recently associated. They 
shrink with aversion from the bare idea of re- 
newing such a connection, &c, with such a 
people. Wo may be content to live at peace, 
but our separation from them is final, und for 
the independence wo have asserted, wo will 
accept no alternative." 

President Davis characterizes the nature of 
the hostilities on the part of the United States 
as b irbarous wherever it is understood. He 
add-: 

"If they convert their soldiers into incendi- 
aries and robbers, and involve us iu a species I 
of war which claims non-combatants — women 
nnd children — as its victim-, they must ex- I 
p3ct to be treated as outlaws and enemies ofj 
mankind. There are certain rights of human- i 
fty which are entitled to respect even in war; 
and he who refuses to regard them forfeits his | 
claim, if captured, to he considered a prisoner 
of war, and must expect to be dealt with as 
an offender against all law, human nnd di- 
vine. But, not content with violating our 
rights, under the law of nations, at home, i 
they have extended their injuries to us with- 
in other jurisdictions. The distinguished gen- 
tlemen who, with your approval at the last 
session, were commissioned to represent the 
Confederacy at certain foreign Courts, have 
recently been seized by the Captain of a Uni- ! 
ted States vessel of war wh ile on board a Brit- j 
ath mail steamer, on a voyage from the neu- I 
tral and Spanish ports of Havana, to Eng- j 
land. Tho United States have thus claimed a | 
general jurisdiction over the high seas; and 
entering a British ship sailing under its coun- 
try's flag, violated the rights of embassy. for 
the most part held sacred, even among barba- 
rians, by seizing our ministers whilst under 
tho protection and within th* dominion of a 



neutral nation. These gentlemen were as 
much under tho jurisdiction of tho British 
Government upon that ship, and below its 
flag, as if they had been upon its soil: and a 
claim on the" part of the United States to 
seize them in the streets of London would 
have been as well founded as that to arrest 
them where they were taken. Had they been 
malefactors and citizens even of the United 
States, they could not have been arrested on 
board a British ship, or on British sdH, unless 
under an express treaty, nnd according to the 
forms therein provided for the extradition oi 
criminals. 

President Davis speaks of Mr. Faulkner as 
having been perfidiously arrested, and says 
that in conducting this war. "we have sought 
no aid and proposed no alliances, offensive 
and defensive, abroad. Perhaps we had the 
right, if we had chosen to exercise it, to ask to 
know whether the principle that blockades to 
be binding must be effective, so solemnly an- 
nounced by the great Powers of Europe at 
Paris, is to be generally enforced or applied 
only to particular parties." 

Mr. Devi* says he has caused the evidence 
to be collected, which proves completely the 
utter inefficiency of the proclaimed blockade 
of the Southern coast, and shall direct to In- 
laid before such Government! as shall afford 
the means of being heard. 

M But although they shall be benefited by 
the enforcement of this law, so solemnly de- 
clared by the great powers of Europe, we are 
not dependent on that enforcement for the 
•DOOBtaAll prosecution of the war. So long as 
hostilities continue, the Confederate States 
will expedite a steadily increasing capacity to 
furnish their troops with food, clothing, and 
arms, [f they should be forced to forego any 
of tho luxuries nnd some of the comforts 
of life, they will, at least, have the con- 
sciousness that they arc thus becoming more 
and more independent of the rest of the 
world. ' 

He concludes as follows: 

" While the war which is waged to take 
from us the right of self-government can 
never attain that end, it remains to be seen 
how far it may work a revolution in the in- 
dustrial system of the world, which may carry 
suffering to oilier lands as well as our own. 
In the meantime we shall continue this strug- 
gle in humble dependence upon Providence, 
from whoso searching scrutiny wo cannot 
conceal tho secrets of our hearts, and to 
whose rule we confidently submit our desti- 
nies. For the rest, we shall depend upon 
ourselves. Liberty is always won where there 
exists tho unconquerable will to be free, and 
we have reason to know the strength that is 
given by a conscious sense, not only of the 
magnitude, but of the righteousness of our 
cause. " 

Washixotov. Nov. 2:1. — The Richmond 
Whis;, in commenting on the message of 
P resident Davi*, says: " We are two people 
from this time forward. We are aware that 
the Yankees are determined not to quit with 
us, hnppcn what may. The}' cannot conquer 
us, nor is it their calculation that they will be 
conquered by us. They have made up their 
minds to submit Anally to their fate. Wall, 
if wo must, we must. Though we shall have 
a great aversion for the task ; our chance is, 
after drilling them soundly, and making them 
pay the expenses of the war. to turn them 
loose upon themselves, a prey to their own 
vile passions; " 

The Richmond papers of Wednesday con- 
tain di-patches from the rebel armies, the 
substance of which is as follows : 

"The small pott a violent type of typhoid 
fever, and the black measles, were prevailing, 
causing frightful mortality among the rebel 
troops near Howling-Green. Kentucky. Large 
numbers were dying daily. Gen. Floyd s 
army has fallen back fo ir miles south of 
Raleigh. The Federal troops have been largely 
reinforced. Gen. Lee's forces have retired to 
Meadow Bluff. The rebels reported two killed 
and several captured in a skirmish last week 
in Western Virginia. The roads are in bad 
condition, making it difficult to obtain sup- 
plies. A dispatch from Manassas in relation 
to the skirmish near Fall s Church, during 
the past week, acknowledges three killed and 
three wounded. They claim to have taken 
ten prisoners and killed five Federals." 

The Richmond AVhig announces the death 
of John Hughes, n delegate to the State Con- 
vention from Randolph, who was killed at 
the battle at Rich Mountain. 

The Richmond Examiner of Wednesday 
confirms the report that tho rebel Colonel 
Croghan was killed in the recent engagement 
between Floyd and Rosecrans. 

A dispatch from Cbarle-ton on the 17th 
says; "The unexpected failure of our shore 
batteries at Bay Point and Hilton Head to de- 
molish at least one of the attacking vessels 
has sadly shaken the contidenco in the efficien- 
cy of our guns against the monster frigate) 
and iron clad gunboats which they may have 
again to encounter, and now so alarmed arc 
many of the sordid souls that infest all the 
Southern cities that the effect may already be 
seen in tho lengthening of freight trains, 
which leave almost hourly for the interior. 
In Savannah the panic is more general and 
decided, whole neighborhoods having been 
suddenly deserted by the exodus of the wives 
and children of those who are in arms at 
Fort Pulaski and tho batteries on tho Savan- 
nah rivers. " 



[From the Richmond Kxnuiiner, Novombcr 14.] 
The Situation From a Rebel Point of View. 

At no time have we attempted to underrate 
the power and resources of our Northern ad- 
versaries. We have not, on the other hand, 
presented exaggerated accounts of tho num- 
bers of our armies or the victories of tho war. 
Wi; believed that it was both right and expe- 
dient Always to state the case candidly to our 
readers, to look every disaster and peril fairly 
in the face, confident that our^ieople would 
not bo dispirited by a franlr statement of 
facts; but, on the contrary, would summon 
up BOW energies as Hew difficulties were pre- 
sented in the progress of the struggle. 

Fortunately the events of the war have 
been such as to make this task an easy and a 
pleasant one on our part. It Is true the events 
of tho war have been few, when we consider 
tho time consumed, the numbers of the respec- 
tive COmbataota, and tho fierce passions by 
which they have been actuated. But so far 
the successes have been nearly altogether on 
our side. In tho very progress of the war 
whole States have been led to transfer their 
allegiance from the Northern to the Southern 
Confederacy. More than six months of mili- 
tary operation* have elapsed, and what pro- 
gress has the North made toward subjugat- 
ing a rebellion which was to be crushed out 
in six weeks ? Where are their victories, 
their long roll of prisoners, the list of rebel 
leaders for the block, and where the return- 
ing loyalty that the appeal to the bayonet was 
to evoke from the rebellious provinces? Time 
enough has now elapsed for us to make some- 
thing like a ncaf approximation to the actual 
results of the first campaign. 

And first let us look at their operations by 
sea. They seized our share of the Navy, and 
used a common agency for the ruin of a por- 
tion of the partners. They have a powerful 
fleet, and have nsed it to blockade our ports. 
The blockade has not been effective. It is im- 
possible, from the nature of things, that it 
should be. No human power could guard 
such a stretch of coast as that which lies from 
the Virginia Capes to the Rio Grande. But 
every blockading vessel has been to us an 
unconscious ally and friend. Their malice de- 
feats its own ends. Everyday that they stand in 
the way of shipping the cotton crop to Europe, 
they but hasten the hour when the cry of 
want in Lancashire shall u^her in the cry of 
battle from England. Thore is no occasion 
for us to stir a Snger in the mattter. It is J 
not true, as supposed abroad, that we are re- 
tabling the cotton here in order to exert a 
pressure: upon Englind. AVo oscape alto- 



gether this unfriendly office. The work is done 
for us by our Northern brethren, and cordial- 
ly do we thank them for it. 

Meantime wo lose nothing essential by the 
blockade. We have all the necessaries of 
life, food in abundance, materials for cloth- 
ing, and munitions of war sufficient for the 
exigencies of the campaign, lit send out pri- 
vateers when ice please, and they do their 
work. Yankeo ships go 'to the bottom, and 
the rich freights which have swelled their 
profits, now seek other and safer flags. So 
muchforjthc blockade. Whodoes it injure most? 

Let us now glance briefly at the results 
of the campaign on land. First, take Mis- 
souri. Surprised by a powerful army of oc- 
cupation before even she had determined to 
take sides, her soil was, for a space, overrun. 
But her people soon rallied, with their squirrel 
rifles, shotguns, and unconquerable energies, 
to repel tho invader, and behold the victories 
of Carthage, Springfield, and Lexington! 
Lyon was killed just in season to prevent his 
recall and his disgrace. Sicgel and Fremont 
have both had the cold shoulder given them 
by their Government — an acknowledgment 
by the Yankees that the campaign westof the 
Mississippi ha*, so far, been a failure. With 
Price and Jeff'. Thompson to lead, we have 
no fears for Misssouri. The Confederates 
will hold their ground, and it is not at all un- 
likely that St. Louis will fall into their hands 
at no distant day. 

Next in geographical order is Kentucky. 
But the other day the Yankee flag waved all 
over her borders. But now the whole scene 
is changed. Her people are rallying by thou- 
sands to our cause. The fighting men are 
with us The Union men have been unable 
to rally soldiers. The hearts of the people 
are with the South, and as fast as our legions 
advance to give them protection they enlist 
in our armies. At the western point of Ken- 
tucky a brilliant victory by Polk and Pillow 
ha< given us completely the advantage, and 
strengthened us all over the State. In south- 
east Kentucky Zollieoffcr and Marshall are 
holding important positions, which tho Con- 
federate Government will be careful to main- 
tain against all possible disaster. Nor will 
they, in our opinion, restrict themselves to 
merely defensive operations. The further the 
enemy is driven back the more secure will ho 
the vital line of the military communication 
with the southwest. We believe that, with 
energy, these movements will be a powerful 
cause in compelling a withdrawal by the ene- 
my from Western Virginia. In the middle 
of Kentucky, General Albert S. Johnson is 
located with a numerous and well appointed 
army. He is now at Bowling-Groen, in the 
heart of the State. He is abundantly nble to 
maintain his position; but, wc hear, that not 
content with that, he is boldly pushing on- 
ward to Louisville. If he has thus moved, 
we can not doubt his entire success, unless wc 
have greatly misconceived his abilities. Cer- 
tainly as to Kentucky, there is the best reason 
for encouragement. 

Upon the Virginia campaign it is hardly 
necessary to dwell in detail. In the Wesi. 
the latest phase of the campaign is favorable 
to our arms. General Floyd has followed up 
the enemy, insults him iu his position, and 
threatens his communications. Gauley is 
more than equivalent to Rich Mountain. In 
tho Valley, Patterson was not only complete- 
ly foiled by General Johnston's superior strat- 
egy, but has retired iu disgrace to private 
life. Instead of conquering and holding, the 
enemy limits himself to marauding. In the 
Peninsula, Magruder holds the enemy secure- 
ly in check. In tho single battle there fought, 
the enemy was ignominiouslv routed. At 
Manassas our army has held its ground 
firmly, proudly, and defiantly. It awaited 
with confidence the onset of the finest army 
that had been hitherto organized on this con- 
tinent, and drove it back with a loss, not so 
much of numbers as of honor, that will never 
be torgotton. In its old stand-point it defies 
the advance of the enemy. It is within twenty 
miles of his capital, and it means to stay there 
or to advance — not to fall back. Meantime, 
McCteltan has let the best period for an attack 
go by. Wc still belieec he will assail General 
Johnston in thin position, but icchace no appre- 
hension about the result. 

Next to the army of Scott, which was de- 
feated, and that of McClellan. which devotes 
itself to ditchwork and drill, the greatest ef- 
forts of the Yankees have been bestowed upon 
their lale Naval expedition. And what have 
they effected by it ? With thirteen powerful 
ships-of-war, and upward of two hundred 
heavy guns, they have silenced some twenty 
badly served pieces of artillery. They have 
captured no important city. They will not 
oven get the town of Beaufort, for, like Hamp- 
ton, it will be burned by its inhabitants ere 
they shall have it. We imagine they will 
got but little cotton*— not half enough to 
freight a ship. If they dare to advance into 
the interior they will be crushed, and none 
will go back to tell the story. Our people 
are tired of having their homes burned, their 
women ravished, and their property devastated 
without adequate retaliation, and we suspect 
they will give to the pirates the pirate's doom. 
In all its essential objects tho expedition will 
boa great failure — an enormous expenditure 
of money, without important results. It will 
not even humbug Europe, as is confidently 
expected, by its projectors. The people of 
England will liken it to tho Welcheren expe- 
dition of a former day. In fact, the attempt 
of Packenham on New Orleans in 1814 prom- 
ised much greater results. The reason why the 
Crimean expedition succeeded, was that Rus- 
sia was, from a want of military roads, further 
off from the sc«no of hostilities than her pow- 
erful antagonists. So we sec no cause to be 
troubled about Port Royal, if but ordinary 
energy is used by our Commander, and the 
people of Carolina show, as we believe they 
will, tho same spirit that was exhibited in 
the first struggle for liberty. 

Upon a full and calm survey of the whole 
ground, we see no cause for gloom or despon- 
dency, hut every reason for gratulation and 
triumph. Wo have, in truth, done wonders. 
Wo have maintained our position, and the 
unive rsal opinion of disinterested Europe is 
that wc will be able to achieve our liberties. 

Look Before You Kick. — A ministor in 
one of our churches, (the Vineyard Gazette 
says, ) while on his way to preach a funeral 
sermon in the country, called to sec one of his 
members, an old widow lady, who lived near 
the road ho was traveling. The old lady had 
just been making sausages, and she felt proud | 
of them, they were so plump, round, nnd 
sweet. Of course she insisted on the minister 
taking some of the links homo to his family. 
He objected, on account of his not having his 
portmanteau along. Ti e objection was soon 
overruled, and the old lady, after wrapping 
them in a rag, carefully placed a bundle in 
each pocket of the preacher's capacious coat. 
Thus equipped he started for the funeral. 

While attending the solemn ceremonies of 
the grave, somo hungry dogs scented the sail- j 
sages and wore not long in tracking them to 
the good man's overcoat. Of course this was I 
a great annoyance, and he was several times' 
under tho necessity of kicking the whelps I 
away. The obsequies of the grave complete, 
th" minister and congregation repaired to the 
church, where the funeral discourse was to be 
preached. After the sermon was finished, tho 
minister halted to make some remarks to his 
congregation, when a brother who wished to 
have an appointment given out, ascended tho 
pulpit and gave the minister's coat a hitch to 
gain his attention. Tho divine, thinking it a 
dog having a design upon his pockets, raised 
his loot,|gavc a sudden kick, and sent the good 
brother sprawling down the pulpit steps. 
"You will excuse me, brethren and sisters!"

An Important and Threatening Article from a 
Leading London Organ — Tiie Blockade and 
tho Trade of Neutrals. 

[From the London UoruM, (Derby organ.) Nov. 2.) 

Lord Russell and the Cabinet have now 
something serious to think about in the mat- 
ter of the American blockade, and each step 
they take will form a precedent for future 
jurists. The latest phase which the question 
has assumed, in the fast nnd loose policy of 
the Federal Government, is exceptional and 
extraordinary. Wo believe it, in fact, to bo 
unsupported by any precedent, and to be 
wanting in respect to other governments. 
Taking advantage of the act of the 18th 1 of 
February, 1793, which would seem to bear on 
cases of irregular clearing from one Ameri- 
can port to another, and of the act of 3d 
March, 17'J7, which would seem to grant the 
power of remitting fines imposed under the 
act of 1793, we are led to understand that 
Such American vessels as have from time to 
time run the blockade have been released, al- 
though British ships for doing the same thing 
have been condemned. Further, it appears 
that American vessels arriving in one Ameri- 
can port from another with irregular clear- 
ances — in other words, which have run the 
blockade — are not to be interfered with in 
future, unless under instructions from the Fed- 
eral Treasury, while British and other foreign 
vcssls arc, wo presume, to be still liable to 
capture, nnd to subsequent condemnation in 
the Federal prize courts. 

It would be idle for us to pretend to see 
what the Federal Government is now driving 
at; but the bow may as well be drawn at a 
venture. Time will be gained by this new 
Federal scheme, and in the interval tho Fed- 
eral Government will try its hand at the sub- 
jugation of the South from the seaboard. If 
the attempt is attended with success, then the 
blockade will be raised formally; but if bad 
luck follows the Federal cause to Savan- 
nah and New Orleans, the blockade will 
not be raised. And. in the mean time, the 
privileged American vessels would take ice, 
lobsters, oysters, and other dclicncies not 
contraband to the unoccupied cotton ports, 
and carry back with them all the cotton 
that could be had. Presuming this to be 
tho new line which tho Federal Govern- 
ment intends to take, it may be asked whether 
Lord Russell and the British Government 
will lend themselves to Its being tried? Will 
Lord Lyons bo instructed to ask an explana- 
tion from Mr. Seward, and Mr. Seward be 
permittted to deliberaleand confer and stir up 
in the same breath the angry element* of 
which American society is composed? If so, 
we do not hesitate to affirm that a more grave 
responsibility never was nssumed by the con- 
stitutional advisers of the Crown. It would 
be tho responsibility of determining whether 
four millions of dependent people arc this 
winter to be employed; whether th" greatest 
branch of our national industry is temporari- 
ly to be destroyed; whether our commerce is 
to be convulsed more seriously than it ever 
has liocn, and the pillars of the Constitu- 
tion shaken by political demagogues to their 
base. 

On the other hand, it is open to Lord John 
Russell and tho Cabinet to confer with France 
ami the other powers interested, nnd to re- 
monstrate with the Federal Government in 
terms which will command attention and not 
involvedelay. Cotton we willdo without if the 
law of nations is to be contravened; but cotton 
we must have '.ho moment it is illegally with- 
held. We have rights ns neutrals which the 
Federal Government must respect, and inter- 
ests and honor as a nation to w hich disingen- 
uousness must be made to bend. When the 
Federal Government released the American 
vessels which had run tho blockade, the decis- 
ion of Judge Betts in the ease of the Hiawatha 
and the other British ships shouldhavc at once 
been set aside; and when the Federal Govern- 
ment yielded to the clamor of the American 
ship-owners, and merchants, and cotton-spin- 
ners, by the instructions iriven to the New 
York Custom Room collector, it became law- 
ful for the ships of all nations to resume, with- 
out molestation, peaceful intercourse with the 
Southern States. A 

In a crisis like the present we have no de- 
sire to he fault-finding, but Lord Russell and I 
the government must bo sensible of their i 
grave miscalculation in American matters, 
and of the serious nature of the concessions j 
which they have made, and made in vain. 
The right of a nation to blockade its own 
porta has been given up; a paper blockade has ! 
been recognized, nnd ships working to the 
Southern coast for information, and leaving ! 
ports before which no force had ever been 
Stationed, have been captured and condemn- 
ed. The time will come when each and all of j 
the concessions may be brought before Parlia- ' 
ment, nnd the wisdom of the proceeding call- ; 
ed in question. And it will be remembered j 
that at the beginning of the American diffi- 
Culty Lord Russell felt assured that there nev- 1 
cr would be any fighting, nnd when the fight- 
ing did begin, that the numbers and resources ] 
of the North would at once prevail. It 
would bo needless to inquire how far these i 
misinformed and narrow views shaped the 
course of the coalition policy, or want of pol- 

icy. 

Now, however, judgment must be exercised i 
and common statesmanship displayed. Opin- 
ion is now well formed among all classes on \ 
the merits of the contest, and there will be 
no further reticence in the House of Com- 
mons. What is said out of doors daily will 
be repeated in doors when Parliament as- 
sembles, and on every point information will 
be required. Let us hope that the Govern- 
ment will be prepared; that the most will be 
made from now till then of our cause, and that 
tho Federal Government in the meanwhile 
will see tho folly of dragging this Govern- 
ment or any other Government into the strug- 
gle. Its hands should now be full enough, 
for the winter rnaj- have set in already, and 
left the South stronger and more determined 
than it was in March. To involve this coun- 
try or any other in the contest would thus 
lead inevitably to the scale being turned, and 

to the South being received In tothecommonity 

of nations. Ultimately, even if unassisted, 
such a result appears now inevitable; but 
assisted, the result of course would be hast- 
ened, while the Federal States would enor- 
mously increase their financial and other 
troubles. Whatever the Federal Government 
or the British Government may do. President 
Linco!n< r Mr. Seward 'can not nc ion o lger 
on the forbearance of thoRritish people, for 
that has been taken advantage of and miscoa- 
strued.

The Expenses of the War on both Sides. 

The expenses of the Confederate States 
during the last six months are acknowledged 
to be fifty millions of dollars, and the war ex- 
penses of the United States, for the same 
time, arc acknowledged tola 1 twohundred mil- 
lions of dollars. The number of men slain 
in battle, in the fifteen or twenty actions, 
ercat and small, that have taken place be- 
tween the two belligerents since the war 
opened in the taking of Fort Sumter cannot 
bo easily estimated, but. as near as we can 1 
learn, it is in the proportion of about one to I 
five, and mny be set down in round numbers I 
at 2,000 Confederates and 10,000 Federals. I 
This shows that every Hessian killed by us 
has cost the Confederate Government So. 000, I 
and that every Southerner killed in battle has | 
cost the Federal Government the rbund sum 
of §100,000. Tho Southern States can raise 
about one million and a half of fighting men. 
To kill off' these at the above rate — and kill- 
ing is probably the only way in which they 
can be subdued — will cost the Federal Gov- 
ernment one hundred and fifty thousand mil- 
lions of dollars ! Would it not be cheaper, 
as well as more humane, in Mr. Lincoln and 
his Cabinet, to make arrangements for trying 
to buy US cut? 



The New KinRdom of Arauci*ma, in S«uth 
America. 

Magnificent Enterprise — Great Chance for big 
and little Capitalists — A'o Humbug. 

Our readers may remember that there apear- 
ed a mysterious statement some time since, 
which went the rounds of the press, that an 
enterprising Frenchman had set up for him- 
self ns King of the Indian territory of Arau- 
cania, in the southern part of the republic of 
Chile. The announcement was apparently 
so absurd that it was regarded as a hoax — no 
sooner read than forgotten; but it turns 
out that it is no hoax. The King and 
kingdom of Araucania are matters of ab- 
solute fact and undoubted existence, if n 
document purporting to come from his Majes- 
ty be not a forgery. That document^ which 
wc believe to tic genuine, is a letter from 
King Orelio Antoino I, to tho editor of the 
Comercio, of Lima, in which his Araucanian 
Majesty '-defines his position. " Tho letter is 
worth giving in full : 

Mr. Editor: — I have formed the project of 
colonizing Araucania and Patagonia, and, to 
avoid in future all war for independence, I 
deaire to establish immediately in these coun- 
ties an independent, constitutional monarchi- 
cal government. "Willi this view, sir, I hnvo 
the honor to send you herewith, first, a copy 
of an ordinanceof tho 20th of last November; 
second, a programme ofthe steps I propose to 
take for the colonization of those countries, in 
order that you may have the goodness to pub- 
lish them in Spanish in the columns of your 
esteemed journal. I do not know whether or 
not lam mistaken, but I believe the Peruvian 
nation will regard my project favorably. 

The periodical El Mereurio, printed ill Val- 
paraiso, is entirely opposed to my project, and 
doe> all in its power to throw ridicule upon it, 
since it is. in general, the uncompromising 
enemy of nil Frenchmen. I say this, sir, that 
you may be on your guard against all that the 
above mentioned periodical may say; and, in 
case you think well of my project, that you 
would be pleased to insert an article to that 
effect in your paper, explaining to the public 
the motives for the opposition shown by tho 
Mereurio, to the intended colonization and 
civilization of the unhappy Araucanians, since 
it is beyond all doubt, and facts prove it, that 
the Chilians are incompetent to subdue those 
people. 1 beg yon, Mr. Editor, to accept the 
assurance of my very distinguished'eonsider- 
ation. PRINCE O." A. DE TOU KKENS. 

Theproject of colonization alluded to is dated 
March 11, 1881, and is marked by the use of 
the kingly "we." It commences: "We have 
formed the project of colonizing the vast and 
rich countries of Patagonia and Araucania by 
means of a universal company i ! I with a capi- 
tal of one hundred millions of dollars, divided 
into a million of shares of one hundred dol- 
lars each, payable in tenths every three 
months. The said colonies wtll be under the 
control of n monarchical government, autono- 
mous and independent, as we have declared 
in our ordinance of November 19, 18U0, and 
others subsequently." 

The document then goes on to state that by 
an ordinance of November 20, a committee of 
seven is to be appointed in each country to 
lock after the interests of the shareholders; 
and there will be. betides, a central commit- 
tee residing in the colony for the same pur- 
pose. With the sums collected in each coun- 
try expeditions of colonists arc to be fitted 
out, "soldiers will be enrolled." provided with 
w»' material and everything necessary to ef- 
fect a pormarl'nt settlement in the new colo- 
nies. The cflonists being armed and loyal 
to King Orelie Antoino, will compel obedi- 
ence irom the natives to tho laws and ordi- 
nances of the kingdom. Permanent places of 
rendezvous, for the assembling of emigrant 
colonists, will be established in all parts of 
the Old and New Worlds. Each family is 
to have a certain quantity of land in propor- 
tion to the number of its members, and is to 
have, besides, for the first year, implements 
of husbandry, seed for planting, animals, &c. 
The bind will be chargeable for a certain pe- 
riod with a reasonable rent, which is to go to 
the benefit of tho shareholders; nnd the lands 
which these latter may not choose to occupy, 
will be administered in their name. It is es- 
timated that Patagonia and Araucania cover 
an area of 310,000 square miles, all of which 
is offered to shareholders, with a promise that 
it shall be theirs, with -'the fatne-s thereof}'," 
if they will only como down promptly nnd 
handsomely. Did wc say all? All except 
five hectarics, say twelve acres, for each na- 
tive family. That the colonists and share- 
holders would have the lion's share is thus 
demonstrated: Supposing ten native families 
to every square league, there would bo a 
grand total of 1.035,000 inhabitants, possess- 
ing 5,175,000 hectares, or 3,2-13 square 
leagues of country. Taking that quantity 
from the whole, there would remain for the 
shareholders 100,206 square leagues, or 100,- 
425,000 hectares. Quite a splendid operation 
that! But that is not all. 'King Orelifc An- 
toine knows very well that land is worth 
nothing unless it produces something which 
may be reduced to dollars and cents. He 
therefore takes care to explain the most tempt- 
ing feature ofthe project, namely — the returns 
in hard cash which must be sure to accrue. 
He says: 

Even though the value of each hectaro 
(about two and a half acres) should not be 
more than ?20, the sum total "produced for 
the benefit ofthe shareholders" would be $8,- 
208, 512,tnMi, which, divided among tho million 
shareholders, would give to each a yearly 
dividend of $3,208. Truly a magnificent per 
centnge. His Majesty, who was lately, prob- 
ably, in tho grocery and provision business, 
says, with no less wit than truth, that "it is 
what is called in mercantile phraseology, an 
'excellent business' as well for large as for 
small capitalists." We entirely agree with 
liim. And then the shares are so low and so 
easily paid for; ten dollars every three months 
would never be missed oven in these hard 
times. The wind up of this interesting docu- 
ment wo will give in his Majesty's own 
words : 

Wo call, then, seriously on all societies nnd 
individuals, on meSi of progress and capital- 
ists, and ask them to aid us in carrying out 
successfully the great work wo have com- 
menced, thus co-operating in the founding of 
a great nation, in introducing civilization and 
iixln-trv into those rich countries of immense 
and fertile plains, and giving abundance, 
health, and prosperity to millions of families, 
who now groan under the weight of suffering 
and want." 

Let no one say his Majesty is not a serious 
man and a philanthropist, whatever else they 
may say. What a rush there will be for 
shares when tho books are opened. And 
when that rush does take place, why, 
May wo be there to see. 
Tt is proper to say that, neither by the 
Mereurio of Limn, nor its namesake and con- 
temporary of Valparaiso, is the slightest doubt 
thrown upon the existence of this singular 
and self-elected monarch, who has turned up 
in the oddest place and in the oddest manner 
possible. If he don't look out very sharply, 
the next news wc shall have from him will prob- 
ably be that the royal dynasty of Araucania is 
extinct; for he is clearly amenable to the 
laws of Chile as a "secesher," in endeavoring 
to separate that province from (the republic, j 
Besides, it is just as likely that the Indians j 
themselves will take him in hand as soon as I 
they shall have come to understand the na- 
ture of his "project." a 

McCulloch with a large force is now en- 
camped between Springfield and Lebanon.

Fancy a man of seventy-si*, who has been 
in most incessant political life for more than 
fifty years, sitting out adebateoftcn hours 
without flinching, and then walking to his 
house in Piccadilly, not less than two miles, 
And his body is not more active than his 
mind. He does something more than sit out 
a debate. Not a word escapes him when a 
prominent man is on his legs. Do not be de- 
ceived by his lazy attitude or his sleepy ex- 
pression. Not a man in the House has. bis 
wits more thoroughly about him. Ever ready 
to extricate his colleagues from an awkward 
difficulty, to evado a dangerous question — 
making, with an air of transparent candor, a 
reply in which nothing is nnswered — to dis- 
arm an angry opponent with a few concilia- 
tory or complimentary words, or to demolish 
him with a little good-humored raillery which 
sets tho house in a roar; equally skillful in 
attack and retreat; such, in a word, i- the 
bearing of this gay and gallant veteran, from 
tho beginning to the end of each debate, dur- 
ing the entire session of Parliament. 

He seems absolutely insensible to fatigue. 
"I happened," said a member of the House, 
writing to a friend, last summer, "to follow 
Lord Palmerston, as he left the cloak-room, 
the other morning, after a late sitting, and. as 
I was going his way, I thought 1 might as 
well see how he got over the ground. At first 

1 emed a little stiff' in the legs; but when 

he wanned to his work lie began to pull out, 
and before ho got a third of the way he 
bowled along splendidly, so that he put me 
to it to keep him in view. Perhaps in a few 
hours after that long sitting and that walk 
home, nnd the brief sleep that followed, the 
Premier might have been seen standing bolt 
upright at one end of a great table in Cam- 
bridge House, receiving a deputation from 
the country, listening with patient and 
courteous attention to some tedious spokes- 
man, or astonishing his hearers by his knowl- 
edge of their affairs and his intimacy With 
their trade or business."
